Miss Sydney Fleet, supervisor 
of handicrafts, city recreation 
commission, presents the fourth 
of this “keep-busy” series through 
The Bulletin. 

Here's what Miss Fleet says for 
today: 

Lat's have fun and keep busy 
again today by making a fish 
Perhaps Mother will give you an 
@gg and we can begin right away. 

First boil the egg for about 
seven minutes until you are sure 
that it is very hard. While the 
egg ie boiling, how about getting 
out those school supplies again: 
wax crayons, blue, scissors. 

You will also need some choco- 


| ' 


late cups or cake cups or wrap- 
pers, and a piece of paper about 
three inches Jong and _ three- 
quarters of an inch wide. 

Color the piece of paper brown 
and glue the endg together so 
that you have a circle. This 
makes a stand for the fish. 

Is the egg hardboiled? Now 
take out your yellow crayon and 
color the egg. With your brown 
crayon, spot the egg in dashes, 
He needs lots of color to be a 
fish. 

All through? 

Next we must make fins for 
the fish, Cut a chocolate wrapper 
(crinkled edge) into three strips 
two of them in V shape, each 
three-quarters of an ‘nch long, 

These are the fins, The third is 
a long thin rectangle, about one 
inch long, and three quarters of 
and inch widé, This is the fir that 


goes on the top side of the fish, 

Paste the pointed end of one 
of the strips to the side of the 
egg to make one fin, then paste

Now put glue on a tiny turned- 
up bottom edge of the long fin, 
and stick this on the fish's back, 

Now the fish needs a tail to 
steer with, 

Cut another piece of chocolate 
cup into a tall, shaped like the 
end of an arrow, and paste this to 
the back of the egy—only the 
bottom edge of the tail is to be 
pasted, remember, 

Put brown eyes and a mouth on 
your fish, and he is finished, 

Remember, this little fish 
doesn't like the water.

Dr. Hewlett Johnson, Dean of 
Canterbury Cathedral, who long 
has had the sobriquet of “The 
Red Dean” because of his en- 
thusiasm for Soviet Russia, an 


nounced in London yesterday 
that he had been refused a visa 
to enter the United States for 
lecture engagements, 

The Anglican Dean made his 
statement through the Commun- 
ist newspaper, The London Daily 
Worker. He is a member of the 
editorial staff of that organ. He 
said the United States embassy 
disapproved of the “American- 
Soviet Friendship Society” which 
was sponsoring his tour, (The 
National Council of Soviet-Amer- 
ican Friendship is on United 
States Attorney-General Tom 
Clark's subversive list.) 

“It seems,” Dr. Johnson added, 
“that no steps must be taken in 
the United States to cultivate 
American-Soviet friendship or 
understanding. America is said 
to be the land of free speech, but 
obviously speech about friend- 
ship with the Soviet Union does 
not come under that category.” 

Dr. Johnson says he is “natur- 
ally sorry that this has hap- 
pened.” I think the average 
American also will have real re- 
grets, but in a different sense. 
We aren't sorry that it happened, 
but that it had to happen. In 
other words the good doctor 
could searcely expect Americans 
to welcome “free speech” sup- 
poring something which the 
United States is trying its best 
to eliminate so far as our own 
way of life is concerned 

One suspects that by this time 
the dean would be prepared to 
wethdsaw big statemem shat ob- 


viously speech about friendship 
with the Soviet Union doesn't 
come within the categery of 
“free speech” in the United 
States, 

The “Red Dean” of course is 
well aware that there is nothing 
Americans desire more anxiously 
than friendship with the Russian 
people, They have expended mil- 
lions of words of “free speech” 
trying to achieve that friendship 
The 74-year-old dean is one of 
Britian’s striking personalities. 
He long has been the most un- 
orthodox of church dignitaries, A 
modernist and a campaigner for 
socia] justice, He has wanted to 
see Britain in the forefront of 
Socialism and, as a matter of fact, 
Was appointed Dean of Canter- 
bury by the late Prime Minister 
Ramsay MacDonald, Labor lead- 
er and Socialist 

The dean has been constantly 
in the news at Canterbury, As a 
dress reformer he advocated 
shorts and open-neck shirts for 
choir boys and young acolytes 
He said no girl should be exclud- 
ed from the cathedral for wear- 
ing beach pajamas to religious 
services, Previously, while Dean 
of Manchester, he defended “pew 
lovers,” seeing no harm in young 
couples holding hands during his 
sermons. 

After a trip to Russia in 1938 
the dean praised the USSR and 
declared there was nothing es- 
sentially anti-religious In Russian 
Communism, His  pro-Russian 
views resulted in five canons of 
Canterbury disowning their 
dean's politics. They accused him 
of condoning “Russia's offences 
against humanity and religion.” 
Dr, Johnson denied the accusat- 
fon, '

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y.—Gen- 
eral Andrew George Latta Me- 
Naughton has two very definite 
missions as Canada’s chief dele- 
gate to the United Nations. These 
are—to make some sense out of 
atomic energy control in our lite- 
time and to work for complete 
harmony between the United 
States and the United Kingdom, 
Canada’s two chief partners in 
the Atlantic Community. 


The General, who is a gruff, 


no-nonsense man, would disclaim 
all this, He bas no vision of him- 
self as a man of destiny. At 61, 
he can look back to a great career 
in two years, to respectable 
achievement as a scientist and to 
a rather distasteful brush with 
politics, He naed not reach out 
for any laurels. 


But those who hae watched the 
Canadian delegate both in the 
Atomic Energy Commission and 
in the Security Council, are con- 
vinced that the purposes cited 
above are the guiding aims of 
his life. He labored for two years 
in the Atomic Energy Group to 
try and discover a common alpha- 
bet and a common grammar so 
that the West and Russia could 
understand each other. When It 
appeared that they understood 
each other very well and still dis- 
agreed McNaughton sadly joined 
the majority in a report which 
advised the suspension of atomic 
energy discussion. But he. still 
Says “we must grasp tnis nettle” 
and he is one of the leaders of 
the movement to reopen the 
whole atomie contruversy on & 
new basis and with a new ap- 
proach at the General Assembly 
meeting in Paris. 

McNaughton, it is known, was 
vastly concerned several months 
ago when a chasm of difference 
opened between the British and 
the Americans over the Palestine 
question. It is too much to expect 
that in this generation a Briton 
and an American will see eye to 
eye over this problem but the 
difference between the two coun- 
tries now ‘s at least bridgeanle 
and they are able to agree on 
certain facts of the situation and 
certain programs for meeting 
them. How much McNaughton 
did to bring the two together 
may never be known until the 
next generation, when the dis- 
creet diplomats of today sit down 
to write their memoirs, 


Secret 


Session 


McNaughton js most effective 
in conversation and in secret 
session, He virtually dominated 
the atomic energy meetings be- 


cause most of them were elosed 
informal discussions of this type. 
He is less happy at the open 
meetings of the Security Coun- 
cil, although he cuts a distingu- 
ished figure, spare and grey, with 
granite-hewn features, great over- 
hanging brows and searching 
eyes. His interventions im public 
meetings are most likely to be 
prepared statements, which he 
reads rapidly but distinctly in a 
rather hoarse voice. These 
speeches—speeches is hardly the 
word—are characteristically sbort 
they are rather stately in phars- 
ing and generally very sensible 
in content. “One doesn’t look to 
the Canadians for suggestions 
which rock the world” one obser- 
ver said here the other day, “but 
one can usually rely on them for 
good hard sense, Your country 
did some strange backing and 
filling on the Palestine case but 
in a majority of Council debates 
the Canadian attitude has been 
very constructive.” 

MecNaughton’s five - minute 
statements are usually prepared 
in rough draft by one of his aides, 
often after a phone cal! to the 
East block in Ottawa. When the 
draft is handed to him he works 
at it steadily in pencil and con- 
tinues to touch it up until the 
moment he begins to speak. 
These pencilled and corrected 
texts have never been left lying 
around but there is reason to be- 
lieve that some of the highly for- 
mal phrasing is thé General's 
own contribution, 


Military 
Theorist 
McNaughton is essentially a 
humane man... as a mili- 


tary theorist he is an eminent 
member of that school which be- 
lieves in conserving manpower 
and letting the technicgl equip- 
ment do as much of the job as 
possible—and in private he is 
courteous, with a sort of grave 
geniality. ' 

His outlook on life ts not leav- 
ened with much humor. He got 
rather undeserved reputation as a 
wit when he was reputed to have 
told Andrei Gromyko of the 
U.S.S.R. that Canada's best ap- 
ples were “the McIntosh Red and 
the Northern Spy.” If the General 
ever sald that he was not being 
ironic, It ls known that when the 
story got wide publicity he wag 
distressed, not only because the 
incident made him sound rude 
but because it made him appear a 
wit. He is not. He is a very seri- 
ous-minded man in a job which 
calls for high seriousness.

BRIDGE 
Just Count Points 
For Right Response 


By WILLIAM E. McKENNEY 

This is the second of a series of 
articles on a new booklet by Fred 
L. Karpin of Washington, D.C., 
entitled “The Point-Count System 
of Bidding in Contract Bridge.” 


The basic principle of the sys 
tem is that an ace counts four, a 
king three, a queen two and a jack 
one, The fifth card of a suit counts 
a point, and the sixth card counts 
an additional point. No points are 
added for the seventh card, in case 
you are lucky enough to hold 
geven-card suit. 


As Karpin points out, the re- 
sponder is generally the initial cap 
tain of the team, because he is in a 
position to judge the possibilities of 
the hand.
